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To be quite honest it’s been a frenetic week. Although 
things have happened really quickly we’ve been trying 
to focus on the immediate future. 


Last weekend’s 3-2 win against Newcastle was a 
tonic, but the Cosmos have been threatening a win 
for some time. During the preceding week everyone 
responded really well at training and we were able to 
get things going as soon as the Newcastle match 
began. This enabled us to take the initiative early on. 
Looking at the Parramatta game the week before | 
thought we turned possession over too often and we 
did the same at the end of the Newcastle game. We 
must work to keep possession for much longer 
periods. 


Afew changes were made to our line-up in last week’s 
match. It’s simply not possible to have a preferred 
line-up because injuries and suspensions will always 
play a part in who's available. We may also be varying 
the team formation and line-up from week to week 
depending on what we want to do and how we wish 
to play against a particular opponent. 


A major concern from last week’s game against 
Newcastle was that we began to tire about half way 
through. When people run out of legs as well as being 
physically tired they also become mentally tired, the 
thought processes slow down, mistakes are made and 
soft goals are conceded. We began losing possession 
in the last twenty minutes of last week’s game, and 
the two goals conceded came in the 78th and 88th 
minutes.

Football Facts 


For the last two home games we talked about Law 
12 and red and yellow cards. This week we'll start 
off with a question (with the answer at the end of 
the page), talk about tackling and then look at Law 
18, the Law which isn’t written down. Here’s the 
question: 


In the warm up on the field before the game one of 
the players violently swears and threatens one of 
his team mates. The referee, correctly, sends off 
the player. The coach then asks if he can replace 
this player. What does the referee do? 


Tackling 

IPs worth noting the following instructions 

concerning tackling, given to every referee in 

Australia, from Gary Power, the National Director 

of Referees: 

= A ‘sliding tackle’ with one or both legs is 
permissible, if, in the opinion of the referee, it is 
not dangerous. If, however, the player making 
the tackle, instead of making contact with the 
ball, trips his opponent, the referee shall award 
a direct free kick to the opposing team and shall 
caution the offending player. . 
A tackle from behind which is violent with little 
or no attempt to play the ball is prohibited and 
will be punished by a direct free kick and an 
ordering off. 


The 18th Law — Common Sense — 
Outcome-Based Refereeing 

There are 17 Laws in the FIFA Laws of the Game. 
The old adage that there is an 18th Law - common 
sense - is certainly correct in that modern referees 
use a variety of techniques to minimise pressure 
and maximise control, including use of hands and 
voice, but has probably been superseded by the 
concept of outcome-based refereeing. 


The Laws used to contain a piece of advice 
which is often overlooked today: 

The Laws of the Game are intended that games 
should be played with as little interference as 
possible, and in this view it is the duty of the 
referees to penalise only deliberate breaches of the 
Law. Constant whistling for doubtful and trifling 
breaches produces bad feeling and loss of temper 
on the part of the players and spoils the pleasure 
of spectators. 


National Director Referees, Gary Power, today refers 
to the concept of outcome-based refereeing where 
referees deal with the outcome - they do not go 
hunting for fouls, they simply apply the Laws while 
looking for the outcome. For example if Player A 
unfairly stops Player B from playing the ball, then 
the referee should give the free kick. If, however, 
Player A does not prevent Player B from playing 
the ball the referee should allow the game to 
continue. 


Outcome-Based refereeing means that the referee: 

= Deals with the outcome - doesn’t go searching 
for the foul 

= Lets the players play and intervenes only when 
necessary 

= Always considers player safety as a priority 

= Views their role as a facilitator of play rather than 
an enforcer of rules 

= Understands that advantage is possession + 
opportunity 

= Tries to help the game 


All this means is that free-kicks are minimised, the 
game flows more and is more enjoyable for the 


spectator. (From an article by Gary Power in Soccer Rules, 2001 Edition.) 
Did you get the question right? Answer: A player who has been sent off 
before the kick-off may be replaced but only by one of the named substitutes.

outh Cosmos - Player Profile 


Phillip Yarnold 


Coaches usually look for a number 
of personal attributes when 
selecting a team captain- 
responsibility, coolness under 
pressure, excellent organisational and 
communication skills and the ability 
to lead by example. 


UC Youth Cosmos coach Tony Brennan looked no further 
than defender Phil Yarnold. After all, the 19-year-old had 
already distinguished himself as captain of successful 
Belconnen United under-19 and under-23 sides before 
progressing to the first team. 

With the UC Youth Cosmos, Yarnold also has the added 
responsibility of organising his team’s defences. He slots 
in at either stopper or sweeper, depending on the 
availability of others and has been pleased with his 
colleague’s ability to shut down opposing forwards, 
particularly given the team’s injury woes. “It’s been mixed 
up a lot. It's good to get the same guys week in and week 
out, but we don’t do that much,” he says. “But it’s always 
good because we’ve got good players in this team-we’ve 
always got a good backline.” Yarnold also refutes the 
often-heard theory that attacking players receive all the 


glory. “We do get praised if we do our job properly,” 
Yarnold says. “It's hard for the strikers as well-they have 
to score every game to be noticed. All we have to do is 
stop people from scoring goals.” Since first pulling on 
the boots for Belnorth at the age of seven, Yarnold has 
become a specialist at doing just that. He moved from 
Belnorth to Belconnen United at the age of 14 and also 
played with the ACT Academy fast season. 


Yarnold has been pleased with his team’s overall 
performance this year. “It’s gone pretty well actually, 
because this is pretty much the Academy side from last 
year so all the boy’s know one other and there’s just good 
team spirit,’ he says. “We could have won more games 
than we have-we've had a couple of draws we could 
have won and a couple of losses we could have won. We 
always get 1-0 up and then we lose it in the second half. 
| don’t know whether we think we've won it or whether 
we get too overconfident.” Unlike many of his teammates 
who have definite career goals in football, Yarnold lives 
by the “take one day at a time” philosophy. His only 
immediate goals are to return to Belconnen’s first team— 
the club for which he also works behind the bar.
